Berlin—Because he was too good 


and true a republican to lead the re- 
publican army of the German re- 
public, General "Wilhelm Heye has 
resigned his post, effective Nov. 30 
next and is to be succeeded by Gen- 
eral Baron von Hammerstein. 


Thereby hangs a tale that may 


have fateful results for Germany 
and for the peace of Europe, as well

Americans who have invested vast 
amounts in German industries. 


In a troubled country like Ger- 


many where true republicans are-al- 
ways nervous about an attempt by 
the Communists to overturn the gov- 
ernment and institute a Bolo dicta- 
torship, or a putsch by National 
Soc'aihsts in an attempt to 'set up 
either an imitation Fascist dictator-

It charged that Hammerstein, as 


head of the Troop Office in the Min- 
istry of Defense, had a department 
for foreign armies. Part of this was, 
of course, legitimate. 
It was the 


duty of the ministry to study for- 
eign armies, so as to keep pace \\ith 
military developments and improve- 
ments. But it charged that under 
Hammerstein more than this was 
done. His officers not only express- 
ed praise of the Eed army, but sym- 
pathy for the Soviets as a factor in 
world politics. Other papers charged 
that Reichswehr officers were train- 
Ing with Russian army departments. 
To this It was weakly replied that 
these officers had resigned from the 
German army and had gone to Rus- 
sia on their own.

Bogota, Colombia —(ff)— Twenty 


miles from here by gravel motor

In Cuba, too, the fires of rebellion are 
smoldering. The causes of these insur- 
rections against the established order 
affpgaf to be principally economic. In 
all of the countries affected, business 
is bad and as is too often the case the 
governments ar'e held responsible. X)n 
the surface there may be more justifi- 
cation for this in countries like Brazil 
and Cuba, where the production of a 
commodity on which they depend prin- 
cipally for their prosperity is controlled 
<5r subsidized by the state. BrazH has 
suffered badly from a ruined coffee 
market and Cuba from a 
depressed 


sugar market. Throughout the world 
the economic recession is accompanied 
By discontent and unrest. It is mani- 
festing itself in Europe quite as much 
as in South America, although in dif- 
fefghfways. 
"When there is world improvement 
in conimerce and industry political af- 
fairs will become more settled. There 
is nothing alarming about the present 
situation either in Europe or In South 
Aniefica. 
Changes in government, 


whatever they may be, are likely to 
be made with a minimum of -friction. 
There will be no repudiation of ob- 
ligations and things will go along 


• much as before. There promises to 
:*be more or less serious fighting in Bra- 
' Zll but it is not likely to prove to-be a 


; catastrophe for the country. 
One 


; might have more misgivings' about 


Germany than any of the Latin-Amer- 
ican republics, but even there the 
chances of overthrowing the republic 
are exceedingly remote. In due time 
the affairs of the/world will settle 
elowfl to something like a normal basis. 
For the present men and some govfirn- 
-"ments have lost their perspective^ As 
-one critic puts it, "spiritual and intel- 
lectual values have been dwarfed into 
insignificance where prosperity has be- 
come almost a religion." Eventually 
this attitude will change and the world 
will "do" better and more constructive 
thinking. 


HUMILITY ON THE CAMPUS 
People who address college students 


usually begin by assuring their audi- 
ence that they are nothing less, col- 
lectively, than the light of the world. 
Tii6 hope of the future is mentioned 
freely, and all hands are told that 


-they will dd great things when they 
plop out into the world. The other 
day, however, the Rev. Elmore M. Mc- 
Kee, chaplain of Yale university, 
sounded off for Yale undergraduates 
by declaring bluntly that today's youth 
has no idealism, clings to outworn con- 
ventions and shows no desire to lead 
Its generation "to any but the conven- 
tional wares of Main street's glittering 
extemalistn." Mr. McKee followed this 
by advising his hearers to cultivate 
the old-fashioned virtue of humility, 
and begged them to develop at least 
one thinker who could "show us the 
vulgarity of our sophistication." 


All in all, this is strange and re- 


freshing doctrine for college students. 
Humility and Yale are not often men- 
tioned in one breath, and a reference 
to the vulgarity of sophistication 
sounds strange when at comes from 


^ that glittering New Haven campus. 


One can only -wish that the speech 
might be repeated on every campus in 
the land, and that the rising genera- 
tion would think about it a little. The 
.world is a much more trustful and con- 


; fiding place Hun is often realized: and 
4 year after year it goes on looking to 


its young college graduates for some 
sort of guidance that will be a little 
bit cleaner and higher than Hie sort it 
ordinarily produces for itself. But that 
sort of guidance proceeds only from 


N high jdjalSj and high ideals, as Mr. 


McKee points out, are not popular 
these days, with youth or with age. 


So it is that leadership of the right 


sort is lacking. Hands that reach out 
for bread find themselves clutching 
stones. Our most honored thinkers, 
otlf most exalted, writers, wrinkle pes- 
simistic brows, assure us that man's 
destiny is low and his nature is evil, 
and moan dolefully over the inherent 
cruelty of the cosmos; and youth ac- 
cepts the cue aiid sets forth, diploma 
in hand, to get what is,gettable while 
the getting is good. Youth, indeed, 
is not to blame. It takes its tone from 
the world around it, and it is hardly 
youth's fault if that tone has gone & 
bit sour in recent years. The rest of 
us, being blind, pat youth on the back 
for conforming, and rejoice that there 
is no heresy on the campus. 


What is needed is more talking like 


Mr. McKee's. Let youth be reminded 
that otir sophistication is vulgar and 
our eye for the rriain chance is jaun- 
diced. Let it be urg'ed to rise above 
ouf level and discover, once more, that 
the soul is something more than an 
otitwdrri word. If it does we shall be- 
gin by being vastly alarmed—but we 
shall wind up by falling in line and re- 
gaining our lost hopes. 


ANOTHER BANK ROBBERY 
This time it is the Bank of Oconto 


Falls which was held up and robbed 
by bandits. The loot amounted to 
about $5,000 and although the crime 
was committed during business hours 
the robbers appear to have made a per- 
fect get-away. The other day it was 
the Bank of Kaukauna, where the loot 
amounted to upwards of $40,000. This 
is the fifth bank robbefy to occur in 
towns in this part of the state within 
the last few months. £>o far" as we are 
aware, not one of the bandits has been 
captured. Similar robberies have been 
going on in other parts of the State. 


Not a word from the politicians who 


rule the destinies of Wisconsin about 
protecting it against these marauders. 
They will not permit the state to have 
mounted police because they can get a 
certain popular support out of it by 
making the false claim that they are 
safeguarding the people against the 
tyranny of an armed force. It is bet- 
ter to leave Wisconsin wide open to 
the raids of outlaws and to give them 
full sway than to organize against 
them. Iti the name of liberty we should 
do nothing. Perhaps, as we have" sug- 
gested before, it is just as well to have 
the banks robbed. It will make them 
less arrogant and less likely to impose 
on their customers. 
The bankers 


ought to be humiliated along with the 
manufacturers. It all helps to get 
votes. 


ILLEGAL BETTING 


Since life is just one tax bill after 


another, and one of our leading occu- 
pations is figuring out income tax ex- 
emptions, a decision recently an- 
nounced at Washington concerning a 
prominent politician is interesting and 
instructive. The gentleman is allowed 
to deduct from his taxable income the 
money he lost on horse races, thereby 
effecting a considerable saving and en- 
couraging him to persevere in that line 
in an effort to recoup his losses. The 
board of tax appeals, however, refused 
to let him deduct the sum he lists as 
lost on a presidential election. 


This may be a good law, or good 


morals, or something, but it is hard 
for an outsider to distinguish clearly 
between the two. The subject is of 
special import right now, with a na- 
tional campaign in progress. Could 
not there be a little more light on the 
principle of the thing? If one exemp- 
tion is legitimate, why not the other?

D. Coulter, for example. Dr. Coul- 
ter's appointment by the president 
^D the commission calls to mind a 
decidedly unusual story. 


So far as I know, this is the first 


time this story concerning the doc- 
tor has been told—despite the fact 
that as far back as 1910 he has been 
more or less a prominent figure in 
national affairs. 


As president of the North Dakota 


agricultural college, as chief econo- 
mist of the tariff commission, a po- 
sition he has held for more than 
a year, and earlier a personal rep- 
resentative of the American govern- 
ment abroad, he has carved for him- 
self no small niche in pubuc affairs. 


But the story of how this pleasant 


and studious man f ores^ok the realm 
of education for politics is one that 
has a most romantic background. 
' PRESIDENT WANTED 


Back in 1910 the late John Lmd 


was governor of Minnesota. John 
Coulter was in North_Dakota, a val- 
ued expert on the faculty of the 
state agricultural college. 


The daughter of Governor Lind 


was intimately acquainted with the 
North Dakota professor while he, 
in turn, was a frequent visitor to 
the executive mansion, though it 
was in a different state. 


On one of these visits he found 


himself in the drawing- roonl talking- 
to Governor Land. The conversation 
drifted from 0110 subject to another, 
When suddenly the governor turned 
to Coulter with an abrupt statement. 


"Doctor, I am looking for a man 


for the presidency of the University 
of Minnesota. Can yoa suggest some- 
one? What do you think about it? 


Coulter thought for a moment. 


Then, turning to the governor, he 
said: 


"There is a man in New Jersey— 


in fact he is governor of the state 
—who is the very man-you are look- 
ing for if you can -persuade him to 
take the job. 


"His name is "Woodrow Wilson, 


formerly president 
of 
Princeton. 


His term as governor expires short- 
ly. Perhaps he would consider such 
an offer as you have " 


Governor Lind took to the idea. 


Turning 
to 
Coulter, he 
asked: 


"Would it be possible for you to go 
to New Jersey and sound Wilson on 
the proposition." Coulter agreed. 


REWARD 


Of course, the rest is history. Wil- 


son was nominated for the presiden- 
cy in 1912. 


But what followed is a good in-, 


sight int the man Wilson. He was 
elected president—but he didn't for- 
get the incident of Coulter offering 
him the presidency of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota.

Installation of New Intake 


and Aerator Approved by 
Council 


TOONERVILLE FOLKS 


Changes which will make the city 


pumping station and filtration plant 
capable of producing pure, tasteless 
and odorless water under the most 
trying conditions soon will bo made 
at the plant, according to A. J. Hall, 
plant superintendent. 


Mr. Hall has completed plans and 


specifications for Installation of a 
new plant intake and aerator. The 
common council recently authorized 
the water commission to proceed 
with the plans. The new intake 
pipe and aerator -will be installed at 
an approximate cost of $15,000. 


"With the increasing demand for 


city water, the daily pumpage has 
grown to such an extent that the 
present intake and aerating system, 
has been proving inadequate, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hall. 


According to the present intake 


layout at the plant, the system has 
18 and 24 inch intake pipes extend- 
ing from the river to a concrete box 
just opposite the present, aerator. 
Prom the box a 30-inch pipe is ex- 
tended into the intake tank in the 
plant, the water flowing by force of 
gravity. 


PIPE IS EXTENDED 


After the plant started to operate 


under the old system, the gravity 
flow was found to be insufficient to 
supply enough water to operate the 
filters, Mr. Hall stated. An 18-inch 
pipe was then extended into the 
plant from which the. present two 
low lift pumps of 4,000,000 gallon 
capacity each receive their suction. 


Plans just completed by Mr. Hall 


consist of removing the old line, and 
extending the 30-inch line into the 
plant with the two 18 and 24 inch 
suction lines, thus providing 18-inch 
suction from all the pumps. 


A new low lift pump, also of 4,- 


000,000 gallon capacity, will be in- 
stalled and provisions are to be made 
for the addition of another pump 
in the near future., 


A central 24 inch main discharge 


line from all the pumps will be pro- 
vided and so connected that any or 
alt pumps can discharge directly'in- 
to the plant through, the aerator and 
back to the plant. 


As conditions now exist only one 


low lift pump can discharge through 
the aerator while both 
can dis- 


charge directly into the filter plant, 
Mr. Hall stated. 


BREAKS TJP WATER 


The new proposed aerator instead 


of pumping water into the air and 
letting it-flow back into perforated 
trays will discharge 
the 
water 


'through forty-eight 
3-inch spray 


nozzles, capable of breaking the wa- 
ter up into finest possible drops. 


It will be designed into four sec- 


tions and each section will aerate 
2,000,000 gallons a'day, giving a to- 
tal "aerating capacity of 8,000,000 
' gallons. 


Then as the pumpage is increased 


or desreased the various sections 
can, be closed or opened. 
The sec- 


tions are to t>& .operated "by" a. hy- 
draulic valve on the operating floor 
of the filter plant. The purpose of 
the system' is to bring about uni- 
form aeration.-" 


The aerating system will be con- 


structed on a square tank faced with 
brick: to harmonize with present fil- 
ter plant building. The old aerator 
mounted on the circular tank, will 
be razed within the near future, to 
make room for the ne1* one. The 
old aerator was built in 1921 under 
the supervision, of Mr. Hall. 


At the time the tank, was con- 


structed the'"^monthly pumpage av- 
eraged 45,000,000 gallons, while at 
the present time the monthly pump- 
age has been well over the 75,000,000 
mark, according to Mr. Hall.

Put rubbers in boiling- water for 20 
or 30 minutes before using them. 


Jellies should always be stored in a 
cool, dry place. It is "better kept 
in a warm than a damp atmosphere.

"but we will drive the racketeer from 
our midst -when we know who he is." 


Father McGufre had advised the 


delegates to ben are of the racketeer 
and to "remain lean and hungry", 
because, he said, "an enlarging waist- 
line leads to fatty degeneration 
of 


thinking-," and because "ease and 
comfort and well favored lives lead 
to loss of zeal." 


PLAXS HARD FIGHT 


President Green responded with 


one of the most outspoken denuncia- 
tions he has ever delivered. "There 
arc some who speak to us with the 
voice of Jacob," he said, "but the 
hand the> present is the hand ot 
Esau. Because of the idealistic na- 
ture of our movement, traitors come 
among- us. There was even a traitor 
n the sacred circle around the mas- 
ter. The name of Benedict -Arnold 
:ypified the traitor In our revolution. 
Even the church has its traitors. We 
are. endeavoring as best we can to 
drive out the racketeer and the, trait- 
or. 


"So far as I am concerned, when 


t is brought to my attention and. if 
I can get my hands upon him with 
convincing evidence, I'll drive the 
racketeer from our movement if I 
can. In those localities where de- 
signing men, criminals at heart, fas- 
en upon our organization. It is our 
duty to expose them and drive them 
'rom our midst. That Is the official 
position of the American Federation 
of Labor." 


The whole subject burst upon the 


convention out of a clear ski1, and it 
srought one of the most entbusias- 
ic rounds of applause that has greet- 
ed any action or statement. It open- 
ed the door, as one delegate put it, 
o a frank examination of the facts 
and It armed local leaders with a de- 
claration and a backing -which will 
be used when racketeering is en- 
countered.

IS THREATENED 


South American .Republics, 


However, Can Have Their 
Revolutions 


BY RODNEX DUTCHER 


Washington—When the- republics 


of South America want to oust a 
dictator, they go ahead and oust him, 
but in neighboring Cuba this coun- 
try virtually underwrites any dic- 
tatorship which is kind to American 
business interests. 


The people of no other supposedly 


foreign republic in the world appear 
to be in quite as peculiar a position 
as the Cubans. For years there have 
been reporfs that a revolt was immi- 
nent against President Gerardo Ma- 
chado. Many 
Cubans 
obviously 


would like to have one. There are 
two ways to get rid of an adminis- 
tration: by the ballot and by force. 
Machado controls the polls in Cuba 
and has been able to extend bis dic- 
tatorship. That • leaves revolution. 
But when they came to plot a revolt, 
the dissatisfied Cubans 
find them- 


selves up against the United States, 
which has an unbroken record of in- 
tervention or strong opposition to 


v Cuban rebels. 


For 30 years, this government ap- 
pears to have been 
interested in 


about everything Cuban except Cub- 
an hbertits. "Under this policy, of 
course, American 
interests have 


thrived on the island and we now 
have investments there amounting 
to considerably more than a billion 
dollars. 


THE PLATT AMENDMENT 


Cuban-American 
relations have 


had as their prime factor the fa- 
mous Platt Amendment. Congress 
enacted that in 1901 as an amend- 
ment to the army appropriation act 
and Article III of the amendment is 
the one which always gets talked 
about when there is talk of trouble 
in Cuba. It says: 


"The governmeint of Cuba con- 


sents that the United States may 
exercise the right to intervene for 
the preservation of Cuban indepen- 
dence, the maintenance of a govern- 
rnnt adequate for the protection of 
life, and individual liberties, and Jor 
discharging the obligations with he- 
spect to Cuba 
imposed 
by the 


Treaty of Paris on the'United States, 
now to be assumed and undertaken 
by the government of"Cuba.-" 
* Tins government has often been 
urged to step into Cuba and-super- 
vise a free and fair election" on the 
theory that 
it is obligated to do so 
1 under the amendment. It has also 


bees urged to abandon the amend- 
ment altogether and let the Cubans 
have a revolution if they want one. 


U. S. STANDS FIRM 


But there is no indication that the 


State Department is willing to aban- 
don its anti-re\olution policy or to 
do anything to relieve Cuba from 
the alleged tyranny, oppression and 
graft prevailing under President Ma- 
chado.-It sticks to the thought ex- 
pressed in a note in 1920 that the 
United States- is "unalterably 
op- 


posed to an;- attempt which may be 
made to replace by violence or revo- 
lution the process of government." 


The anti-revolution policy nas been 


followed- on at least five occasions. 
A" revolution in 1906 followed out- 
rageous election frauds by the party 
in power. President Roosevelt de- 
cided that we should take charge of 
the government wheirPresident Pal- 
ma resigned and it appeared that 
^•chaotic conditions threatened. Elec- 
tions we're held in 1908 Tinder our 
-supervision and Jose Miguel"Gomez 
•was elected president. 


PUTS DOWN RIOT 


In ^1912, when another revolt was 
s threatened, this government threat- 
ened to intervene and the insurrec- 
tion was averted. Later in the same 
year Cuban 
negroes staged out- 


breaks and Gomez said he "couldn't 
guarantee absolute protection to for- 
eign property. Gomez protested, how- 
ever, when, four companies of U. S. 
marines were landed in Cuba. The 
•outbreaks subsided without bringing 
the marines into actual fighting.. 


There was anothei fishy-looking 


. election in 1916 after -which." Meno.al 


became president and another revo- 
lution began. 
The United States, 


through Secretary Lansing, put its 
foot down Cat, declaring that it sup- 
ported constitutional 
government, 


that armed revolt was lawless and 
•unconstitutional and that "the ex- 
tremely good economic conditions" 
in Cuba must be preserved. "We were 
about to enter the World War and 
there was no sense in permitting a 
lot of trouble in Cuba at such a'time- 
We sent warships and promised to 
wipe out the insurrectionists imme- 
diately if they didn't lay do-arn their 
arras. 


There was no further trouble, al- 


though American troops ~ere ~k" 
in Cuba until 1922. 


The last Cuban revolt -was started 


against President Zayas in 19C4. It 
blew -np after this government laid 
an embargo on arms shipments to 
the rebels and permitted the Zayas 
government to have all it needed.
